NOTED WELFARE WORKER
TALKS AT WOMAN'S CLUB

Mr*. Archibald Hopklaa Plead*, for More
( O-Oprrailtn Rrtwrra Social
Rrtlrrmrat Orgialiatloan.

Before a highlj enthusiastie audi¬
ence, Mrs. Archibald Hopkins. of Wash¬ington. chairman of the Woman's Wel¬fare Department of the National Civic
Federation, spoke to the Woman's
Club yesterday afternoon about the
work of the organisation. Mrs. Hop-kin* hae furthered the work of better¬
ing conditions in countless channels
and has had success In many matters
which would have been dropped throughindifference but for her courage utid
perseverance.
Many prominent wslfare workers of

Richmond were the guests of the club.
The large audience thrilled under the
charm and personality of the speaker
and went forth »w|th fresh inspirationfor bigger and better things.
From the book of her wide experi¬

ence as a welfare worker Mrs. Hop¬kins drew much that was of interest to
her audlencc. She said that the pri¬
mary object of the Civic Federation i»to improve conditions under which peo¬ple work and to eee to it that they arc
shielded as far as It is feasible from
Ihe dangers and diseases of their occu¬
pations. Had conditions are investi¬
gated and Improved, with the aid and
co-operation of employers. Heating and
lighting facilities are looked into infactories and government buildings, the
work accomplished in the city of
Washington being taken as an example.The Civic Federation, she said. works
wherever there is work to do. and the
tasks undertaken go forward with re¬
markable emoothnf.*s in most cases. It
works In connection with every other
Organization. Tremendous tasks, not
only undertaken but accomplished with
widespread good, were described.
Mrs. Hopkins spoke in detail about

hetter housing conditions. Baltimore.
Washington and Richmond struggle
with the same questions-climate, alleys
and the negro. Some of the housingconditions found have been simplyshocking.unspeakable. ar.d the Civic
Federation Is working in Wnshincton
with all Us might to abolish the alley.She told In graphic fashion of the in¬

Mrs. Hopkins pleaded
for all social welfare work to lie united
for greater strength Under our very
eyes, she said. the little messenger boys
ply their butsy tasks to and fro in the
city a prey to every wolf that cares to
spring. The whole principle of child
labor is wrong, and the life of the na¬
tion must pay a bitter price in another
generation. Kveiybody can do some¬
thing to help, if wc will only drop the
petty jealousiew and rivalries that in¬
fest various organizations uud all
work together for common good. The
Jews of New York have set a splendid
standard for the country in federating
every separate organization for better¬
ment work.

"In housing conditions." she said, "it
is your business to know. 'I did not
knOrtv' never won a victory. You hear
some one say sadly: 'Where did Mrs.
So-and-So's beautiful baby get diph¬
theria and die?" And the answer is:
'Out of the clothes basket."

"In the alleys in Washington the
rie&th rate is 50 |"-r cent higher than
elsewhere. The guilt Is on our own souls
that we allow conditions to exist
which make, such a death rate."

In no spirit of criticism Mrs. Hopkins
spoke of the conditions that areet visit¬
ors as they approach Richmond. She
said that she had not come to criticize
but to arouse the sensibilities of her
audience to a greater effort.
To those who sorrow in loneliness

and grief. Mrs. Hopkins brought a ring¬
ing message and challenge. "The world
has need of every man and every
woman," she remarked, "and the woman
who has wrought for years in service
for others stood yesterday, a splendid
radiant figure, to urge the women of
Richmond to look out upon the fields
before them, white unto the harvest."
